Gen. Grant’s Memoirs to be Issued in 
a Few Months. 


The Publication of Extracts in the 
Papers a Surprise to Gen. Grant and 

— His Publishers—How Work on the 
Book Has Been Carried On—The 
Profits the General Will Derive From 
the Sales of the Book. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, June 10.—The publication of extracts 
from General Grant's memoirs, in an afternoon 
newspaper on Monday, surprised all who had had 
anything to do with the preparation of the book for 
the public. General Grant was at first worried 
about it. The success of his venture in the matter 
bas been nearest his beart, and he hasall along 
been fearful that some mishap would hurt its sale 
or interfere with those pecuniary gains which he 
persists inthinking are all that he will leave his 
wife when he dies. His sons told him they sup- 
posed the publisher, Mr. Webster, had spread the 
extracts in a newspaper for an advertisement, and 
they added that they thought he had done wisely. 


Later in the day the General heard that the publi- 
cation wag as much of @ surprise to C. L. Webster 
& Co. asto the family, for it proved that a man 
who found himself possessed of a canvasser's sam- 
ple-book had sold its contents without

|A Performing Elephant . Stricken 


With Paralysis by a Fall. 


Treatment of the Injured Animal by a 
Skilled Veterinary Surgeon Proves 
Unsuccessful—The “Execution” of 
Mary—An Exciting Episode in Cen 
tral Park, New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yorx, June 10.—The huge body of an ele 
phant was stretched on the ground yesterday morn- 
ing behind the buffaio stables in therear of the 
Arsenal in Central Park. Near ita Persian cow, 
with sleek, black sides, was tethered and her frolick- 
ing young calf was grazing. The elephant was 
known as Dutch Mary, an African elephant, oaly 
8 years old, belonging to Barnum, Bailey & Hutch- 
inson. “ She had been in this country only two years, 
but was an intelligentand docile animal, anda 
great favorite in the circus. She advanced rapidly 
inher circus education and seemed to enjey the 
display of her intelligence ag much as those who 
saw her. While Barnum's Circus was at the Madi- 
son Square Garden in March, Dutch Mary slipped 
and fell heavily while peforming one of the pedes- 
tal tricks. She did not appear much injured at the 
time, but the keeper discovered the next day that 
something was wrong, and the animal was taken 
out of the regular pr for treatment, 
Instead of recovering she became worse, 
and when the circus left the garden Dutch Mary 
was placed, with another elephant which was also 
indis , under the care of Superintendent Conk- 
lin of the Central Park Zoological Gardens. Ina 
few days it was discovered by Mr. Conklinthat 
Mary was ‘unable to use ber hind legs freely, and

It can 
be stated with confidence that, so far from the de- 
feat being a great blow to the Gladstore Ministry, 
no special effort was made to avert it. Several 
Liberals left the Commons shortly before the vote, 
not knowing that their presence was specially de- 
gived. One member, who will probably lose his 
geat by his absence, is known to have actually 
walked out between two Government whips, who 
did not atop him. It is quite certain that the Gov- 
ernment played to lose. The differences about 
coercion were further than ever from being bealed. 
Bo, not being abie to steer its ship, the Government 
stranded it. As the Tories are always professing 
great anxiety to be in office, the best tactics was to 
Jet them try. ‘The Liberals are not displeased, but 
the Radicals are satisfied and the Parnellites jub 
lant. No doubt Gladstone showed himeeif again a 
past-master of pirliamentary tactics, and placed 
Coveervatives in a most awxward, possibly rufnous, 
position, and weided his party throughout the coun- 
try together again. 

THE CHAXGE OF GOVERNMENT. 

The question ia: ‘Will the Tories take office?” 
The rank and fi'e clamor for them todo so. Allthe 
leaders, except Salisbury, whé has been longing to 
hold the helm of state for a little while, hesitate be- 
cause of conspicuous difficuities. The opipion is 
that they will, Then Salisbury will be Prime Minis- 
ter and Secretary for Foreizn Affairs; HicksB-each 
Chancellor of the Exciiequer, and the leader of the 
Commons; Northco e, W. H. Smith and Cross will 
be elevated to the Hiouse of Lords. Brett will be 
Lord Chaneceilor; Gifford, Master of the Ro‘ls; Ed- 
ward Clarke, Solicitor-Genera!, and MacNaughton, 
Attorney-General. Wolff wi.l get a foreign misson 
and Churchi!l will be Secretary of 8 ate for India. It 
isstated that (ht Queen positively refused to return 
to London. This has caused much comment. 

PROGRAMME OF THE CONSERVATIVES. 

Gladstone arrived at Balmoral at 3 o’cloc% yester- 
dxy afternoon. Tie will announce bis resigna‘ion 
an Fr day, and then Sa'isbury will go to Baimoral. 
The Liouse of Conmons wil! adjours, a new Cabi- 
net wil! be formed, thea Parliament will adjourn 
again for the election. The Ministers, therefore, 
will hardly get to work till July. Their policy will 
then Le to drop coercion, accept the present budget 
eatimaies, but raise money bya loan instead of 
by texes,cour.a Turxish alliance and an under- 
standing with Biamorek, and make everything 
smooth for a good frost at the general election. 

The Continent! press is entitely puzzled by the 
present crisis livre.

The center of in- 
terest at the present moment is the Irish party, and 
Parnell. ‘the liveliest desire is everywhere 
manifestel to know what _ their action 
is to Le toward the Conservative Gorerninent. 

PARNELL ON THE SITUATION, 

Your correspovudent bas just had a long conver- 
fation with Prrneil at the Irish parliamentary 
offices. He is naturally elated at his great succéss, 
and says tiie result isa sigoal proof of the advant- 
age of a poi'cy Of boldness and honesty, 

“We should have expelied the Ministry loag ago,” 
said he, “except for the seceusion of twenty mem- 
bers who were elected on the same principles as 
ourse:ves. It would have been impossible for the 
Government to pass tue first coercion act and use it 
as it did, or pass the second, if the renegades had 
not broken the unity of our party.” Mr. Parnell 
dwelt at jength, with much pride, on the results 
accomplished for Ireland under his leadership. 
“By last night's division,” he said, triumphantly,

ments. We have got rid of the present one with 
its successive failures; of Forster, Trevelyan and 
Spencer.

He said: ‘We have never attacked merely for the 
sake of attack, and wi!l not now.”’ As regards the 
Irish Nationalist candidates at the next election, it 
is his intention to contest only four seats—one in 
London, two in Liverpool and one in Glasgow. He 
is confident to win these, The candidates have not 
been decided upon yet. All his energies will 
now be given to the work of registration.

Foster Academy Exercises. 

The exercises of the seventh annual commence- 
ment of Foster Academy were held last evening at 
the Academy Hall, Sixteenth and Pine streets, in 
the presence of a large and appreciative gathering 
of the friends and patrons of: the institution. The 
programme, interspersed with musical selections, 
was an interesting one, well calculated to display 
the proficiency of the pupils in the several depart- 
ments of the academy, and was disposed of with 
credit to those having part in lt, and to the entire 
satisfaction of the audience. 

The dialogue, ‘Little by Little,” by Oliver B. Hart 
and Charles E. Michel, was cleverly done, and heart- 
ily applauded. R. E. Shore’s essay, ‘‘Habits of An- 
imals,” was fair enough in point of composition, but 
had the fault of not keeping close to its theme, C. 
A. Newcomb declaimed with considerable spirit, 
“The Value of History,” in which the achievements 
of the great personages of all times are wofully 
and comically mixed—Dr. Mary Walker, for in- 
stance, among other things being crediced with 
causing the Trojan War. Harry W. Schnecko re- 
cited, “What I Live For,” but this performance was 
somewhat marred by lack of spirit in the delivery. 
Joseph A. Specht, in the recitation of “Oid King 
Cole,” acquitted himself with credit. The dialogue, 
“The Critics,” by Clarkson Carpenter, Scott 
E. Parsons, Thomas Rankin, Anson P. Thiers 
and Guy H. Wright; was a trifle heavy, 
and went correspondingly slow, but, being 
of a humorous character, afforded con- 
siderable amusement to the audience. An 
essay, “Every Cloud Has a Silver Lining," by 
Charlies T. Brouster, was very well written, but 
much of its effect was lost by want of animation in 
the delivery of it. The sentiment of the piece was 
very pretty and the parallel between life and the 
sa'ling clouds was well drawn. The recitation, “In 
the Catacombs,” was capitally done, and showed 
that Otis R. Hawken, jr., possesses the vis comica 
in a marked degree. In this particular fleld of elo- 
cution he bas a future before him. John H. Rankin 
of the graduating class presented as his effort an 
oration on “The Present Age.” which was excellent 
in matter and delivery. The speaker held that 
every age contributed something of value to its 
successor, and maintained, while dwelling forcibly 
upon the wonderful achievements of our own time, 
that we owe much te our heritage of the past. 
James P. Porteus, another member of the graduat- 
ing class, gave as his oration some of his conciusions 
on the subject of education, hoiding that in- 
telectual excellence can only be attained by hard 
and persistent work, and that itis better to strive 
to become,perfect in one department of knowledge 
than to make partial aéquisitions in several. At 
the close of the orations the diplomas, accom- 
panied by an address from Rev. Dr. Holiifield, 
were presented to the members of the graduating 
class. The address of Dr. Hollifield was sensible and 
to the point, presenting a marked contrast to the 
vapid utterances we are accustomed to listen to on 
similar occasions. After the awarding of a gold 
medal prize to John H. Rankin, and aset of Cham- 
bers’ Encyclopedia to James P. Porteus, the prin- 
cipal, Prof. Foster, in a few remarks reviewed the 
work of the past year, and the audience dispersed 
highly pleased with the evening's exercises.

What the Principals Have to Say 
About the Failure—The Assets and 
Liabilities—A Chance for the Pay- 
ment of 100 Cents on the Dollar. 


Commercial circles in St. Louis will both be sur- 
prised and pained to learn that the old and well 
known house of Harlow, Spencer & Co. has been 
forced to the wall, and has assigned for the benefit 
of its creditors. This firmfor a great many years 
past has occupied a controlling position in the 
Southern grain trade, and ‘bas been 
known on ‘Change and elsewhere as 
one of the prominent houses in St. Louis. In 
the year 1881 it received its firet check, In the 
winter of that year it suspended at the time of the 
great drop in wheat in company with several other 
St. Louis houses, notably the firm of Charles E. 
Slayback & Co. Ashort time before this suspen- 
sion Mr. A. T. Harlow, the senior member of the 
firm, had withdrawn from active business and had 
retired from the house, leaving Messrs. Corwin, H. 
Spencer and T. H. Morgan to conduct the busi- 
ness alone. The rm name was »not 
changed, however, Shortly afterwards business 
was resumed. In speaking of the failure to-day, 
Mr. Spencer said: “Atthe time of our trouble in 
1881 we took in a ia tract of land in Monroe 
County, lli., twenty miles from St. Louis, from one 
debtor, who owed us $38, This land was said to 

orth $1 , and, by arrangement, we paid 

,000, bh us acquiring the whole propérty. 

The land bas cost us, a8 a4 whole, $70,000 in cash 

paid ont, and it was this trade which resulted in 
our failure.” - 

“What was the direct cause?” 

“The three bad years which have come together. 
This year we have not had the money necessary to 
make advances to our co and asa conse- 
quence we could get no wheat.

The assignment of the firm was made shortly after 
noon to-day to Mr. James L. Garretson, who has 
been fora jong time past the bookkeeper of the 
concern. He is thoroughly conversant with its 
business, and it is said his appointment is accept- 
able to the creditors as well as to the broken firm.

to Avert Defeat. 


The Tories Hesitating to Take Office— 
The Probable Programme and New 
Cabinet—A Disposition to Sit Down 
on Lord Randolph Ohurchill — 
Parnell Elated — Date of Princess 
Beatrice’s Marriage—Forcign. News.

Loxpow, June 10.—All political England isin a 
ferineut over the events in the Commons yesterday. 
At the Ciubs and wherever men meet, there is ex- 
cited discussion and speculation. ‘The well-known. 
haunts of the newspaper correspondents are visited 
frequently by politicians anxious for hints from the 
outside. In the best informed London circles, the 
defeat of the Ministry was a total surprise. It can 
be stated with confidence that, so far from the de- 
feat being a great blow to the Gladstone Ministry, 
no special effort was made to avert it. Beveral 
Liberals left the Commons shortly before the vote, 
not knowing that their presence was specially de- 
sired. One memter, who will probably lose his 
geat by his absence, is known to have actually 
walked out between two Government whips, who 
did not stop him. It is quite certain that the Gov- 
ernment played to lose. The differences about 
coeréion were further than ever from being bealed. 
fo, not being abie to steer its ship, the Government 
stranded it, As the Tories are always professing 
great anxiety to be in office, the best tactics was to 
Jet them try. The Liberals are not displeased, but 
the Radicals are satisfied and the Parnellites jubi- 
lant. No doubt Gladstone showed himeeif again a 
past-master of pirliamentary tactics, and pieced 
Coveervatives in a most awkward, possibly rufnous, 
position, and weided his party throughout the coun- 
‘try together again. 

THE CHAXGE OF GOVERNMENT. 

The question ix: ‘Will the Tories take office?” 
The rank and fi'e clamor for them todo so. Allthe 
leaders, except Salixbury, whé has beén longing to 
hold the helm of state for a little while, hesitate be- 
cause of conspicuous difficuities. The opinion is 
that they will, ‘Chen Salisbury will be Prime Minis- 
ter and Secretary for Foreizn Affairs; HicksB-each 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and the leader of the 
Commons; Northco e, W. H. Smith and Cross will 
be elevated to the House of Lords. Brett will be 
Lord Chancellor; Gifford, Master of the Ro'ls; Ed- 
ward Clarke, Solicitor-General, and MacNaughton, 
Attorney-General. Wolff wi.l get a foreign miss'on 
and Churchi!l will be Secretary of 8 ate for India. It 
isstated that (he Queen positively refused to return 
to London. This has caused much comment. 

PROGRAMME OF THE CONSERVATIVES. 

Gladstone arvived at Balmoral at 3 o’cloc’ yester- 
d«y afternoon. Tie will announce bis revsigna’ion 
an Fr day, and then Sa'isbury will go to Balmoral. 
The Hiouse of Commons wilt adjourn, a new Cabi- 
net wil! be formed, thea Parliament will adjourn 
again for the election. The Ministers, therefore, 
will hardly get to work till July. Their policy will 
then Le to dvop coercion, accept the present budget 
eatimaies, but raise money by a loan instead of 
by texes,cour.a Turxish alliance and an under- 
standing with Biemurek, and make everything 
smooth for a good frout at the general election. 

The Continent! press 's entitely puzzled by the 
present crisis livre. Many papera absurdly at 
tribute it to Lumsden‘s return. The center of in- 
terest at the present moment is tne Irish party, and 
Parneil. ‘The liveliest desire is everywhere 
manifestel to know what their action 
is to Le toward the Conservative Governinent. 

PARNELL ON THR SITUATION. 

Your correspondent has just had a long conver 
gation with Parneil at the Irish parliamentary 
offices. He is naturally elated at his great succésa, 
and says tiie result isa sigoal proof of the advant- 
age of a policy Of boldvess and honesty, 

“We should have expelied the Ministry long ago,” 
said he, “except for the secession of twenty mem- 
bers who were elected on tne same principles as 
ourse:ves. It would have been impossible for the 
Government to pass tie first coercion act and use it 
as it did, or pass the second, if the renegades had 
not broken the unity of our party.”’ Mr. Parnell 
dwelt at length, with much pride, on the results 
accomplished for Ireland under his leadership. 
“By last night's division,” he said, triumphantly, 
“we bave taughta lesson to all future govern- 
ments. We have got rid of the present one with 
its successive failures; of Forster, Trevelyan and 
Spencer. We have saved the only remain. 
ing industry of Ireland, whisky, from 
&@ permanent burden, and have put an end to coer- 
cion forever." With rezard to his action during 
the rest of the session, Mr. Parnell assured your 
correspondent that unless the Tories attempted to 
earry the coercion bill, which he is oonfident they 
will not, his party will give them what he calls a 
fair tricl. His attitude wil! be “Live and let live.” 
He said: ‘We have never attacked merely for the 
sake of attack, and will not now.” As regards the 
Irish Nationalist candidates at the next election, it 
is his intention to contest only four seats—one in 
London, two in Liverpool and one in Glasgow.

The exercises of the seventh annual commence- 
ment of Foster Academy were held last evening at 
the Academy Hall, Sixteenth and Pine streets, in 
the presence of a large and appreciative gathering 
of the friends and patrons of: the institution. The 
programme, interspersed with musical selections, 
was an interésting. one, well calculated to display 
the proficiency of the pupils in the several depart- 
ments of the academy, and was disposed of with 
credit to those having part in it, and to the entire 
satisfaction of the audience. 

The dialogue, “Little by Little,” by Oliver B. Hart 
and Charles E. Michel, was cleverly done, and heart- 
ily applauded. R. E. Shore's essay, ‘Habits of An- 
imals,” was fair enough in point of composition, but 
had the fault of not keeping close to its theme. C. 
A. Newcomb declaimed with considerable spirit, 
“The Value of History,” in which the achievements 
of the great personages of all times are wofully 
and comically mixed—Dr. Mary Walker, for in- 
stance, among other things being credived with 
causing the Trojan War. Harry W. Schnecko re- 
cited, “What I Live For,” but this performance was 
somewhat marred by lack of spiritin the delivery. 
Joseph A. Specht, in the recitation of “Oid King 
Cole,” acquitted himself with credit. The dialogue, 
“The Orities,” by Clarkson Carpenter, Scott 
E. Parsons, Thomas Rankin. Anson P. Thiers 
and Guy H. Wright, was a trifle heavy, 
and went correspondingly slow, but, being 
of a@ humorous character, afforded con- 
siderable amusement to the audience. An 
essay, ‘‘Every Cloud Has a Silver Lining,” by 
Charies T. Brouster, was very well written, but 
much of its effect was lost by want of animation in 
the delivery of it. The sentiment of the piece was 
very pretty and the parallel between life and the 
sa‘ling clouds was well drawn. The recitation, “In 
the Catacombs,” was capitally done, and showed 
that Otis R. Hawken, jr., possesses the vis comica 
in a marked degree. In this particular fleld of elo- 
cution he bas a future before him. Jobn H. Rankin 
of the graduating class presented as his effort an 
oration on “The Present Age.” which was excellent 
in matter and delivery.

THE TOBACCO CROP. 


Interesting Reports Showing the Yields for 
the Present Year. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass.,June 10.—Reportsin the New 
Engiand Homestead, from the principal tobacco 
growing sections of New England, New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Wisconsin, give an interesting resume 
of the present outlook for the tobacco crop. In 
the Connecticut valley, especially in Massachusetts, 


large quantities of the 1884 seed leaf crop are still 


unsold. The 1888 crop is about all cleared up. The 
tobacco acreage will be from 15 to 20 per cent be- 
low that of last hg. In Connecticut about the 
usual acreage will be set, but with less Havana. 
Across the border in New Yorx, however,the tobacco 
crop is graduaily growing in importance. The 
great Havana growing section of Onondaga County 
shows a slight decrease in average. Peunsylvania 
growers feel blue, but will probably set nearly as 
much as last year, notwithstanding mostly. seed 
leaf. Wisconsia is becoming the great competitor 
of Eastern tobacco growers. Growers there have 
realized higher average prices during the past win- 
ter than have been paid for the Havana of the 
Eastern States. This has given th@d business a 
great impetus and the avera@eé will be at 
least one-fourth lar *han last 
year. Aside from thq@ § gefi@Fa business 
depression, the state of the tovacco 1ilafket is pri- 
marily due to the importation of Sumatra tobacco. 
‘brough the efforts of the New England Tobacco 
Growers’ Association. the tariff on Sumatra leaf 
was increased from 36 to 87 cents per pound in 1883, 
but the importers have been abie to evade the law 

and it is practically imoperative. The growers o 

seed leat tobacco throughout the country will 
spare no effort to secure an ironclad probibitory 
tariff at the next session of Congress.

Tue St. Louis Republican has nothing to 
say against the assessment of property in St. 
Louis at its full market value for State and 
city taxation. On the contrary, it upholds 
such an assessment as a necessity, while it ‘ ‘fails 
tosee" any wrongin an assessment of only 
$38,000,000 on railroad property which cost 
$305,000,000, which is stocked and bonded by 
its owners at $365,000,000, and which the State 
Railroad Commissioners on their official oaths 
estimate ata cash valuation of $103,000,000. 
The Republican “fails to see” how St. Louis 
would save anything by an equalization of 
taxes for State purposes. It “fails to see” 
that the valuation of all the property in the 
State as that of St. Louis is valued for taxation 
would reduce the State rate on St. Louis at 
least one-half. It ‘‘fails to see” that the dis - 
crimination in assessment is equivalent to a dif- 
ference of fifty per cent against St. Louis in 
the State rate of taxation. If there is any 
truth in the official reports and estimates of the 
State Railroad Commissioners, the railroads of 
Missouri escape taxation altogether on $65,- 
000,000 worth of property. Over 5,000 miles 
of operated lines in this State pay 
only $518,000 of taxes, while the Illinois Cen- 
tral last year paid the State of Illinois $388, 000 
on 705 miles of line. Loaded with her own 
debt, and that of thejcounty also, St. Louissup- 
ports her own local government, her own penal, 
reformatory and eleemosynary institutions, 
her own lunatics and paupers, and is still will- 
ing to do her full share toward supporting the 
State Government. But why should she do 
more than her share? Why should any St. 
Louis paper uphold a system of inequality in 
assessments imposing a grossly unjust and 
burdensome taxation on her already over- 
loaded tax-payers?

Martha Dieg)’s Odd Reason for Want- 
ing to Kill Herself. 


A Pretty Girl's Story of Her Wrongs 
and Her Romantic Friendship for 
Sophie Bonnekamp — Two Women 
Foiled in an Attempt to Go Into the 
River. : 


Officer Doran while making his round on the 
levee noar Lami street at 8:32 p. m, yesterday, 
noticed two young womeh on the ferry boat; Jacob 
Kamp, lying at the foot of Lami, whose actions 
seemed to him to be peculiar. One of the women 
carried a baby. Justas they were preparing to 
leap into the river he ‘‘oollared” them and marched 
them off to the Soulard Street Station 
House. They protested that they had no 
intention of committing suicide, but 
the letters found them told their own story’ 
ana — scknowiedkon their criminal intention: 
One of the women was Sophie Bonnekamp, @ young 
woman just out of the Female Hospital, where she 
became the mother of the child that she was carry- 
ing. The other was her friend, Mrs. Martha Dieg! , 
who gave her residence as 205 Sydney street.

iegl is a very pretty-faced young woman with 4 
pink and white complexion and yellow saxon hair. 
She is very stnall, certainly not 5 feet high and very 
young, her age being at the outside not more than 
20. fividently she felt herself quite the heroine. of 
a romance and in very nice broken English she de- 
clared herself willing to relate her experience. 

“My husband,” she said, “is a brute. He is bad- 
tempered and violent and he treats me very badly. 
Once be beat me and another time he choked me 60 
that I neariy died. I'm only married two months, 
but I have had an awful time with him. Well, 
Sophie Bonnekamp is my friend; we knew each 
other long ago and joved each other well. We were 
friends. She got into trouble with a man who de- 
ceived her. and she went to the Female Hospital 
about four months ago. Whenshe cameout she 
came to me. I wanted to take care of her tf! she 
could get work, you see, but my husband would 
not let ine. Then I wanted him to let me keep the 
baby at least for a little time, but he wouldn't even 
do that. She,had no money and nowhereto go, 
and yet he abused her and abused me.” All of this 
story was being told asthe reporter anu the lady 
walked trom Mrs. Herzog’s to her home on Sydney 
street. When the latter was reached she leaned 
agaiust a tree-bex, and hereyes tiled with tears 
as e pointed to the closed 
blinds above. “He has locked. up 
the house against me. WhenI got out of the sta- 
tion house this morning I could not get home—I 
have no home now but the river.” 

“When did you decide on suicide?” 

“Oh, I had thought of it often. I was so unhappy. 
Once I tried it before but I did not succeed. Well, 
when he would not jet me even take care of Sopbie's 
baby. Sopbie and I talked it over and concluded 
we would go and

We will do it yet, too.” 

“Tt was chiefly from sympathy then, that you de- 
cided?” 

“[ loved Sophie: She isthe best friend I have. 
When she made up ber mind to kill herself I thought 
I would do it, too. Well, we went down to theriver 
and got on a boat there and just as we were 
going to jump into tne river, a policeman came 
along and took us to the Station house, The 
sent a message to my husband, but he wouldn't 
come up. He said: ‘Let her stay there.’ That's 
how much he thinks of me, you see. This morni 
the captain let us out and i — home to fin 
everything locked up and my husband gone.” 

“Where is Sophie?” 

“She is stopping with a friend on Victor street. 
There comes my husband now,"’ she exclaimed in 
much excitement, asa young looking man with a 
very angry face came across the street. There was 
no greeting between them, andthe two simply 
glared at each other and said nothing. Evidentiy 
the little woman had a temper of her own, too, for 
she began to scold him witn much vigor, on a large 
indictment which embraced a great many counts, 
and which was delivered in very excellent German. 
The husband was evidently surprised at the attack. 
He bad arrived for the purpose of

himself, and was not prepared with a defense. 
There were two or three others in the party, and 
the husband, Henry Diege, turned away with the 
reporter to vell his story: 

“It's 4 shame,” he said; “this 
is the third scrape she has got into. Once before 
she pretended she was going to jump into the river 
but she wasn’t. She had no more intention of 
suicids than the Court House has. She just does it 
to be mean. Now she got mad because I wouldn't 
let her take in and keepatramp anda baby. I 
don’t make money enough to keep everybody that 
comes along. Ican't doit. Of course she got ar- 
rested, and then she wanted meto go right up and 
get her out. Well, 1 wouldn't doit. I thought Id 
just let her stay there awhile and 
see how she liked it. She has got to behave her- 
self,or lll leave her. 1’m not going to have trouble 
like this all the time, just use I won't take in 
every tramp and —— that comes along, She's 
crazy, that’s what's the matter with her. I have 
done the best I could for her, but this is a shame, 
and I won't stand it. I’m going t» quic, that’s all.” 

The reporter labored for some time to bring 
about a reconciliation, but just as every- 
thing seemed quieted down and ble some 
new wrong wouid occurto the little woman and 
would begin scolding thirteen to the dozen again. 
The result was a hopeless row. In the course of 
her remarks she told the reporter that her family 
lived in Europe and she had neither relations nor 
friends in St. Louis that she could goto. When sha 
married sbe wrote to her people in Germany and 
they thought that she was doing well. 
She was ashamed to write and 
let them know what a brute, with all the appropri- 
ate adjectives, it wasthat she had married.

SHOT BY A STRANGER. 


The Cold-Blooded Murder of Henry 
Moran by a ‘**Tout.”’ 


- 
— 


A Saloon Difficulty Paves the Way toa 
Thrilling Tragedy — Shot Through 
the Heart, the Victim Dies Under the 
Electric Lights in the Street—One 
Arrest—The Murderer Not Caught. 


A cold-blooded murder was accomplished in the 
blaze of the eleciric lights in front of the Standard 
Theater at 10:20 o'clock last night, Henry Moran, 
a horse-shoer, was shot down inthe street by an 
utter stranger, who had forced a quarrel upon bim 
a half hour before. The bullet penetrated Moran's 
heart and he died in ten minutes, expiring near the 
most western of thethree doors at the Walnut 
street entrance to the theater, where his body lay a 
full half hour, while hundreds were laughing at the 
comedy going on inside. The story of the killing is 
best told by John Hurd, the colored man employed 
in the Standard Theater saloon, under the theater, 
where the difficulty began: 


“The murderers,” Hurd said, “were playing pool 
here during the evening up to the time Moran and 
his companions, Mike and Pat Ahearn, brothers, 
who are also horseshoers, I believe, entered. The 
murderers bad dropped their cues and the one- 
armed fellow remar«ed that he wouldn't play any 
more; then they went to the bar to settle. I had 
put away the balis and turned down one gas jet 
when Moran and his friends came in. Moran asked 
ine to spot the balls, and I didso. Then Moran and 
one of the Ahearns began playing. The murderers 
came from the bar and tried to claim the table. 
Some words passed, when the one-armed feilow's 
companion, who was of medium beight and slim 
build, and wore dark clothes and a stiff hat—he was 
calied Williams, I believe—tried to snatch 
the white ball from Moran. They clinched and 
a scuffie followed. but neither was hurt as they 
were at once sepurated. Williams and the one- 
armed fellow went to the bar and drank again, 
after which they took geats aiongside the table and 
waiched the game. Moran and Ahearn played two 
games. Then they went to the bar, bad their 
drinks on the game, and stood there awhiie talking 
about the races. When they jieft they went out the 
Seventh street door. The murderers immediately 
followed, going out this doar,”’ pointing to the Wal- 
nut street entrance nearest Sixth street, ‘I had 
been watching these two fellows, aad, having no- 
ticed that Williams nad a peculiarly hard look in 
his tace, | surmised that 

SOMETHING WAS GOING TO HAPPEN 

—that he would make some trouble. Beside that, 
I had heard them saying some things tbat weren’: 
exactly right. The one-armed fellow said, ‘it’s all 
rigit, lve got him spotted,’ and Williams said, 
‘lil get even with him before the 
night is over.’ 1 told the boss there 
was going to be trouble, and I followed 
the murderers to the pavement. They were stand- 
ing on the stone steps of the theater, near the cor- 
ner, when I got out. Moran and ius friends were 
standing at the matinee sign around the lawp-posi 
on the corner—abuut four yards away. saw 
something vulging out from Wiliams’ pants pocket, 
as he siood tuere aiongside of the one-armed fel- 
low. It looked like tie pointof a pistol. 1 went 
around behind them and saw tie haadle of the 
pistoishine. Thenl ran down into the saloon to 
teil the buss, but hadn’t said more than two words 
when I heardthe shot. ‘There,’ I said, *they’ve shot 
him.’ Jran out the door near Seventh street, right 
into the powder smoke; saw Moran stagger to the 
grate anu die, and saw the murderer ruuning across 
Lue street.” 

The Ahearns furnish the rest of the story. Mike's 
statement is to the elfect that Williams and his com- 
panion were standing on the theater steps watching 
Moran. ‘the iatter, with the Ahbearns, started 
across the street toward Elm when either of the 
Abearns called attention to tue fact that Williams 
and his frieud were following thea. “Yes,” said 
Pat Abearn, “and he’s got a rock inhis pocket.” 
“If that’s so,” said Moran, “I'll go and see what 
they want."’ Moran tien turoed his face toward 
tre theater, and had only done so when Williams 
fired. Moran staggered toward the murderer, who 
ran across the road, turuing into Seventh street, 
rounding tie coruver of Kim and disappearing in the 
alley between Sixth and Seventh. There 
were only some boys on the street 
at the time and the took after 
Williams. Pat Ahearn, as quickly as he recovered 
from the shock, aiso jeined ia the pursuit. he says 
he mettwo policemen at the corner of Ninth and 
Elm whiie Wiliams was still almost in sight and 
pointed out the fugitive, but the policemen, instead 
of trying to capiure bim, said: “Let's go ang see 
who's killed first." While these

were surroundiag tae corpse the murderer slipped 
away, and ne hadn't sent his address to the Police 
Department up to the time of going to press. 

Moran's body was taken tothe Morgue, and is still 
there, awailing the inquest. Immediately the po- 
lice set avout looking up the murderer and bis com- 
panion, It was ascertained that the man who did 
tue shooting was named John Williams, that he 
was a professional tout, following the races, and 
that his friends had chrisiened him by the widely 
diversant nicknames of ‘‘Honest John” and 
“Crooked John."’ He was located at Miélke’s Ho 
tel, Fourth and Eim, where be had been boarding a 
few days, and whither he went at 11 o'clock ijast 
night, got his satchel, and disappeared. Since that 
tlie he has not been seen, particularly by the po- 
lice, who say they have no clew to his whereabouts. 

The messages sent Out by the department re- 
suited in the apprehension of severai one-armed 
men, and as late as noon to-day the telephone 
brought a message from one of the outside stations 
announcing the capture of a man with but one arm. 
At this time the one-armed man who was needed 
most was locked up in the Four Courts calaboose. 

At2:30 this morning Officer Lack arrested 
Thomas M. Ward, the one-armed partner of the 
murderer. He located him at the lvy House, but 
was refused admission when he tried to get into 
the room Ward occupied. Finally a small boy who 
was helped over the transom opened the door 
from the inside and Ward was arrested. He de- 
nied all knowledge of the shooting, but on being 
taken by the Standard Theater on the 
way to the Four Courts, and assured that 
man witnesses could identify him as 
Williams’ companion, he acknowiedged that he 
heard the shot fired and that he was with Wiiliams 
previous to the shoot: He said that he was with 
Williams last week at the Cincinnati races. Officer 
Lack also jearned that Ward and Williams were 
preseut together at Mieike’s Hotel on two occasions 
previous to the shooting; also that about 10:80 p. 
m. Williams called at toe hotel ey great ex- 
citement and went to room No , occupied by 
Thomas White, an acquaintance, and asked for a 
loan of some money. White said that he had none 
to lend him and asked him what he was so excited 
about. Williams replied, “On, nothing,” and then 
ran down stairs. White said that Wiliiams followed 
the races, betting and selling pools, and that Ward 
brusbed gentleiaen’s clothing and biacked their 
boots. festerd Ward wus engaged in distribut- 
ing programmes for the Standard ‘Lheater. 

WARD'S STATEMENT. 

A Post-Dispatom reporter visited the hold-over 
this morning and had a talk with Ward, who said;

THE HARRIGAN INVESTIGATION, 


The Prosecation Witnesses Farnish Good 
Testimony for the Defense. 

The Harrigan trial before the Police Commission- 
ers was not begun yesterday afternoon until nearly 
5 o'clock. Four witnesses for the prosecution, all of 
whom turned out to be good witnesses for the de- 
fense, were examined., The first of these was De- 
tective Lawler. who testified that he had assisted in 
the arrest of lottery dealers. Tnese cases were re- 
ported to Chief of Detectives Burke. He said that 
Chief .Harrigan's instructions were to pay 
particular attention to poker games at 
all times and to raid without 


further instruction in case the officers were satified 
that the games were goingon, The Chief said to 
treat lottery dealers as common thieves, and if 
cases could not be made out against them to worry 
them out of town. Detective Desmond stated that 
he was ordered to watch the gambiers, and in the 
last eighteen months had arrested about 200 men 
He understood the instructions from Chief Harri- 
an 39 be the same as those stated by Detective 
awler.

One of the queerest 
rumors afloat about the sale is one to the effect that 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company will be among 
the biaders. Of course it is known that the 
$965,000 is to be raised for the purpose of paying 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company the debt due it by 
the city. It is said that a proposition will be made 
to the city by the Gas Company to take the whole 
issue of bonds at4 percent fiat for the debt. If 
this is true, and it may very well be doubted, the 
chances are altogether in favor of a better bid be- 
ing made than this one.
